“The popular {dea of huge 
cruggy peaks rising sharply from 
tlat valleys ls false,” sald Dr 
Jostrow. “We think It is more 
like the:Sahara desert than the 
Rocky Mountains — a gentle, 
rolling terrain, Only in a few 
plnces are there likely to be 
peaks and highlands." - 


‘Me added: "There should be 
fontastic contrasts of black and 
white, almost as though it were 
night and day in the same place. 
The Moon's rocks are very dirk, 
neurly black, But where they 
face the sun they will dazzle.” 

Most selentists today ayree 
that the whole of, the planet-— 
except, its helghls — is covered 
with dust, which has been spat 
tered out by meteorities, But 
they disagree on its depth, 

Dr Jostrow suggested: “The 
dust is probably some inches 
thick, resting on top of a layer 
of porous cinders or some similar 


crunchy materjal,,: I think the’ 


Moon's ‘mare’ or ‘seas’ will be 
ploces to avold. There the dust 
may be quiet deep, so that men 
or vehicles may sink.” 

The ideal landing site? “In
